Conflict of interest arises in govern- 
ment when attorneys who are legis- 
lators are hired to go before govern- 
mental agencies to represent a private 
individual or a corporation which has 
a claim against a governmental agency. 

Conflict of interest enters into the 
current campaign for the office of state 
senator for the new 15th Senatorial Dis- 
trict, of which Tulare County is a: part, 
because one of the candidates has been 
deeply involved. 

Tulare County people should know 
about it. 

Early last autumn at least four daily 
newspapers — the Los Angeles Times, 
The Sacramento Union, and Sacramento 
Bee and the Merced Sun-Star — singled 
out State Senator James A. Cobey, a 
Merced attorney who is now a candi- 
date for senator from the new 15th dis- 
trict, as a prime example of a legislator 
who is in a position to exploit public 
office for private gain. This is what 
conflict of interest means. 

The conflict of interest, in Senator 
Cobey’s case, arose when he was re- 
tained by the Frazier-Davis Construc- 
tion Co. of St. Louis to represent it in 
its attempt to settle its claim against 
the state for approximately $3,000,000" 
for work assertedly done on Oroville 
Dam. Also retained as an associate at- 
torney was Roger Kent, Marin County, 
former chairman of the State Demo- 
cratic Central Committee, who natural- 
ly could be assumed to have great in- 

’ fluence in Sacramento as a leader of 
the Democratic party, of which Senator 
Cobey also is a member. 

The newspapers called attention to 
the fact that Cobey is chairman of the 
Senate Water Resources Committee, and 
the construction company’s claim con- 
cerns the State Department of Water 
Resources, over which, it may be as- 
sumed, the Senate Water Committee 
has considerable influence. 

Both Cobey and Kent see no conflict 
of interest involved as there was full 
disclosure of their position, but cer- 
tainly this explanation was not accept- 
able to the editorialists of the four news- 
papers which commented upon it. 

The Sacramento Bee, which seldom 
makes it a point to attack Democrats, 
had the following comments in an edi- 
torial published October 25, 1965: 

“It may well be, as Gov. E. G. Brown 
has said, that it is inconceivable that 
state agencies would give Cobey any 
special consideration because of his pow- 
erful position in the Senate. However, 
conflict of interest is to be avoided as 
a principle of good government. Equal- 
ly to be shunned is the suspicion of ap- 
pearance of conflict of interest.” 

In its concluding paragraphs, the edi- 
torial stated, “Surely no one is so 
naive as to think the company just hap- 
pened to light upon Cobey and Kent 
unmindful of their strong political con- 
nections. 

“Because the appearance of conflict 
of interest is so overpowering in this 
situation Cobey should resign either his 
senatorship or his role as company 
counsel.” 

The Los Angeles Times, in an edi- 
torial published Sept. 19, 1965, follow- 
ing an intensive study of income and 
activities of all state legislators, noted 
not only Cobey’s acting as counsel for 
the construction firm, but also the fact

that he is counsel for irrigation dis- 
tricts. 

“The senator, who also represents 
two irrigation districts,’ commented 
the editorial, ‘“‘contends there is no con- 
flict of interest in his case. That is his 
rationale.. Although his personal in- 
tegrity is not questioned by the Times, 
we do challenge his claim that this does 
not constitute a conflict of interest.” 

In its editorial of Sept. 13, 1965, the 
Sacramentation Union used far strong- 
er language. The following are ex- 
cerpts: 

“Cobey’s position is that as long as 
he makes disclosures there is no con- 
flict of interest. ‘That does not follow. 

“Public admission of a situation in- 
volving a conflict does not eliminate the 
conflict. Neither can Cobey claim any 
special virtue in having made ‘full dis- 
closure,’ since that is something he 
searcely could avoid, seeing that his 
status in state government is a known’ 
fact and his acting as attorney in this 
litigation becomes a public record. 

“As chairman of the Senate Water 
Committee, Cobey should be on the 
state’s side in any such dispute. By 
representing the complainant, he puts 
himself on both sides, one or the other 
of which he will not be able to serve 
faithfully — yet he protests no con- 
flict of interests. 

“The Senate Water Committee has 
great power over the Department of 
Water Resources. This places Cobey 
where he can exploit his official posi- 
tion for the benefit of a private client. 
But still he says, ‘no conflict.’ ” 

After discussing Kent’s position, the 
editorial concludes: 

“Neither Cobey nor Kent can be so 
naive as to believe that the two of them 
were selected purely for ability and they 
would have been chosen anyhow even 
if they had not held their official posts. 
By taking both of them, the com- 
plainant only underscored that no acci- 
dental coincidence was involved. 

“In any event, the public will not be 
so naive. It will neither overlook nor 
forget this very questionable exploita- 
tion of public office for private gain, 
for that is not the way that an ethical 
official fulfills his duties or that a re- 
sponsible party serves the people.” 

An editorial on Oct. 4, 1965, in the 
Merced Sun-Star, published in Cobey’s 
home town, commented at length on the 
editorials in the Sacramento Union and 
the Los Angeles Times, then made the 
following observation: 

“Senator Cobey, according to an in- 
terview given the Times, has admitted 
the potential for a conflict is there ‘if 
he wanted to exchange legislative favors 
for legal favors.’ 

“It is the Sun-Star’s contention that 
any temptation for such an exchange 
should be removed. The only way, of 
course, would be for Cobey to represent 
just one interest, not two.” 

Such are the opinions of four re- 
sponsible newspapers on Cobey’s conflict 
of interest. It is recognized that he 
does conduct a law practice in addition 
to being a state senator, but as a sena- 
tor his first loyalty should be to the 
people, not to a private client, and that
